I'hc regular mccUiig of llic .Medical 
Society was held in the Assembly Mall 
of the New .Medical nuilding last night 
with a goodly number of uicdieal stu- 
dents In attendance. ' 

A motion, was passed that a leiur 
of i-ympalhy be sent to Mrs. 11.

Yates, widow of the late Lieut.-0)1. h! 
B. Vates- 

Mr. W. H. Miller, president of the 
medical dinner, gave a lentatlvo re- 
port of the dinner, lie declared the 
event was an unqualified success from 
every point of view. 

\ motion was read lo amend the 
constitution of the .Medical Society, to 
c.veludo all alcoholic beverages rrom 
Ihe annual medical banquet. This 
motion will be voied upon at the (irsi 
meeting following a lapse of one 
month. 

.1. I'. Robinson. .Med- 'K, rendered a 
uuich appreciated ciaiioiiel .solo, ;ic- 
eunipaiiled by .\lr. Williamson. 

The president then inlrodiieed the 
speaker of the evening, Acting Dean 
Ulackadcr, whom ho said was the ' 
busiest man on the Faculty and the i 
students' friend. Dr. Blackader's sub- 
jei t was " The History of Medicine." 
He discussed the early ideas regard- 
ing the cause of disease, such ns evil 
spirits, the offending designs of ene- 
mies and ilie Influence of various 
charms. ■I'lie an of medicine as prac- 
tised by the Cgyptians of tlic Dark 
Apes, and llie Influence i>r Ibe l!ab.\- 
loniau.s on medicine, wa.s iie.\! dealt 
wiib. The speaker declared ibal llie 
drvelopment of medicine was grcaily 
aided by the cultivated early IJabyloir 
ians. They depended a great deal on 
astrology and' the interpretation of 
omens. The people of Babylonia had 
n remarkable method of caring for 
their sick- The latter were assembled 
in the market place, and it was con- 
sidered a crime If any able-bodied in- 
dividual passed by them without tell- 
ing all he knew of each separate ail- 
ment. 'I'lic early Jews believed Uiat 
di.scasc was a iiiaiiitestation of the 
wrath of Lîod. 

Dr. Ulackadcr next diseu.s.seiT at 
some length the Alcxaudriau school of 
medicine. 

Apollo was the great Creek god of 
healing; It was at this period tliat 
symptoms of disease begun to receive 
attention ns well as dietary. The idea 
that the brain was the scat of the 
mental functions was also brought 
out. 

Tlie beginning of true medicine, 
liowever, dates from the time when 
.\tbens bad rraclied ils lieiglu. 'I'lic 
speaker then spoke of Hippocrates as 
being head and shoulders aimve tue 
men of bis age. His tcaehtng was 
■n-onderfiil. He discarded all super- 
siition and ebarins. inculcated careful 
observation, and wa.s a firm believer 
in Nature as a healing power. 

Dr. Blackader then read the copy of 
a ease report handed down from the 
time ot Hippocrates, and pointed out 
that Cheyne-Stokes respirations were 
recognized by the father of medicine- 
The Greek surgeons developed a 
treatment for wounds, rccognued 
healing by rir.'^l. intention, the treat- 
ment of pyelitis anil tboracii' piniclurr 
for rmpyeiua. flreek inediciiie readi- 
ed ils eliiiia.x in t;aeloii. who was edu- 
cated in the .Mcxaiidrlan school ; be 
was a well-trained man of keen tech- 
nical knowledge, who followed lIii>po- 
crates and relied on the powers of Na- 
ture to hca|. 

■ Dr, Blackader then spoke of the 
Influence of Rome on the development 
ot medicine, as well as discussing 
briefly the Arabian school. 

The speaker closed b> picturing 
sonic nf the medical sliidenis of tlic 
twelfth ccnliii>. and gave snnie oT Ihe 
methods of treatment employed in 
those days. 

Following llie siirrcb of Ibe evening 
the quartette of .Med. '10 rendered a 
selection and encore in such a plca.s- 
Ing and excellent style as to reflect 
great credit upon themselves. 

Pollowintç refreshments, a very In- 
teresting case was reported for diag- 
nosis. Up to the time of going to 
press, the shining lights of ihe medi- 
cal undergraduate body had not ar- 
rived at any plansililo cognomen to 
api)ly to the malady.

It is a duty which the University also owes to posterity, for 
the students, who are to make use of the buildings, are the future 
citizens of tlie countiy. the men who are to do their share in the 
building up of tho nation. 

Now is the time to take advantage of the opportunity which 
is offered, now is tlic time to find out what is required, not when 
the buildings have been erected. The greatest minds of the country 
should be consulted to procure the best possible results, and to see 
that what is done will meet the requirements of the McGill which 
will exist fifty years liciicc .Acceptance of the services of one man 
in this respect has its limitations; much more preferable would 
be the calling into consultation of the most eminent authorities on 
the subject which the country possesses. 

The dormitories arc the first unit in the Macdonald Park 
scheme which are to be erected. The effects of their construction 
on the student body will ije far-reaching and of incalculable bene- 
fit. The effects will thus be seen in the future citizens of the 
nation. Steps should, therefore, be taken to See that the dormi- 
tories comply in every respect witli tiio requirements of those who 
will make use of them. The dangers of failure in usefulness must 
not be overlooked, and cannot be neglected. The construction of 
the dormitories should be considered from every angle, from the 
point of view of cloanliness, of comfort, convenience and durability. 
They Gliould he comfortable and homc-iikc, with the added advan- 
tages of convenience and pcnnanciicy. This last is by no means 
a minor consideration. Tiu- biiildin;,':- to be erected in Macdonald 
Park sliouid be permanent, la.Hting. monumental. Tlicre must be 
no repetition of the defects of several of the existing buildings, 
whicii \si!l, in pci-haps twenty years' time, be unfit for use, and 
torn down. It is not only the present which is to be served, but 
the future as well, the generation of students who wit] make their 
home aiotind tlic new Campus in Mafdonald Park. Thore is neces- 
sity for the scheme in the general outUne being settled now, so

He has travelled 
widely ill India, Uunua, .MaUiy Stiaits 
Settlements, China and Japan, iu 
which latter country be achieved re- 
markable journali.-tie iiiieees?. Proiii 
Japan Mr. Singh crossed the Pacific to 
ScaUle, Wash., in 1906, arrUing Just 
about the time »I;in •■he agitatiou 
against his fellon-i onntr.Mncn m Van- 
couver had resched considerable pro- 
portions, lie immediately took up 
their cause, and addressed Canadian 
clubs ou the iiuesiion all over the Du- 
niinlon», being everywhere well re- 
ceived. After staying some time in 
.New York", Mr. Singh went to Londuit 
last spring, and has bei n cusugcd iu 
;iilho Journalislie work ever smer. 
lie has rceeiiily visited India, and i.-. 
therefore familiar ai tii?t hand wiili 
the true position iu thai country. 

The peisiaiciii rumora concerning 
conspirai ie.<î and revolt iu InJia cur- 
rent in neutral countries by no means 
reflect the iruth. It would be wronj; 
to state that no attempts have been 
made to subvcri British aulborlty In 
India — tbc officials themselves make 
no such claim. Tbc acts of lawless- 
ness that have occurred during tho 18 
months of war are, however, a mere 
nothlug compared with the invaluable 
support that Indians uf all ela.-^t^r.- and 
creeds have given and couiinne ici

The most ."îcrious attempt to "wage 
war on the King*£mpcror" that has 
taken place since August, 1914, oc- 
curred In the Punjab, in norlb-wcst- 
em India. About 100 persons con- 
cerned in this conspiracy arc now on 
trial in Lahore, the capital of this 
province, while 61 have undergone 
rapltal punishment, or been iianu- 
portod to the rouviet eolony at the .\n- 
daman Inlatid;", 'jr impriMJiud for 
varying term'-. 

The Lonapiraiors consisted mostly of 
Indlsns who had returned from the 
Taelflc Coast of Iho United StatcH or 
Dritii^h Columbia, after a long oriihori 
Kojourn there, during wbicb they had 
been indoctrinated in revolutionary 
ideas by Indians and others inimical 
toward tho British. These returned 
IramlgrsnU plotted to disaffcct Imma- 
ture youths and soldiers, and to Incite 
them to revolts.

\ cry Iiccl procurable. Competition in the planning of the build- 
ings should be insisted upon by those who are to occup\- them. 
The work of these men, limited lo the very ijest in the country, 
should be judged by a group of men eminent in this branch of 
building, men who are outsiders, unbiassed, and immune from in- 
fluence of any sort. There must be no makeshift ideas about the 
scheme. It must be suitable, adequate, and permanent. 

The place of the student and his responsibility in the matter 
must not be neglected. The student is to occupy the dormitories 
upon their completion ; he is to take his exercise in tho gym> 
iiasium; without him the University could not exi.st; he is an 
integral and necessary part of the University. It seems only nat- 
ural and only just that he should be accorded some say in the 
matter. The McGill Daily would repeat its suggestion of last 
Wednesday, namely, that a committee of students he formed to 
cbK)perate with the University authorities in dealing with the 
buildings. This committee should make itself conversant with 
doitnitories such as exist in connection willi oilier large Univeisi- 
ties, and discover the defects of eacii ti.s found by the students 
themselves. Also, it should investigate the good points of each 
system ttnd endravor to have them cmbodiefl in the scheme hero. 
In short, its duties should be to see that the accommodation pro- 
vided will suit the needs of the student body in its future develop- 
ment, that full justice be done to the lay-out of the buildings from 
tlic points of view already considered. 

Thn new dormitories not Alone act as living quarters for 
the student. They will fill a much wider field than this, it is 
hoped. Here will be centred the executive offices of the students; 
here will \x found the supply rooms, dining i-ooms, club-rooms, 
rrst rooms, \ i.^iitur.s' rooms, and entertainment rooms. This will 
be the centre from which will radiate all student activitj . Social 
advances will be obtained by the student through the raising uf 
his plane of living by the donnitories, and. with this, there will 
come a corresponding rise In the community. Belter influrnccs 
will Ijo fell by the .students of the future, through belter associa- 
tions, and lesser opportunity for detrini' iital influences from un- 
do.'iraljlc ciuartci s. These are a few of tho advantapfs which will 
follow ihc changed .system. It is only the far-seeing student who 
can realize the new vista of University life which will be opened 
up with the creation of the changed order of things in Macdonald 
Park. Ample and suitable provision should be made for this, and 
made by tbc students themselves.
